Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1963. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  continues  to 
expand,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  from  the  1 963  Statistics 
that  the  Birth  Rate  again  rose,  and  that  the  Death  Rate  at 
12.5  was  the  lowest  recorded  since  1958?  when  it  was  12.1. 

The  Infant  Mortality  at  11.7  is  a  big  drop  from  the 
20.4  recorded  in  1962,  and  in  this  instance  is  not  much  over 
half  that  recorded  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  (20.9). 

Apart  from  Measles,  notified  infectious  illness  was 
very  low.  After  two  years  i960  and  1961,  which  showed  low 
incidence,  1962  and  1963  have  proved  Measles  years.  242 
cases  were  recorded  in  1962  and  347  in  1963.  With  the 
usual  alternate  year  type  of  epidemiology  displayed  by 
Measles,  we  should  have  reasonable  hopes  that  1964  will  show 
a  low  figure. 

last  year  I  drew  attention  to  eight  deaths  from  Lung 
Cancer,  there  were  seven  in  1963.  The  public  is  slow  to 
heed  warnings  on  this  grave  condition's  association  with 
heavy  cigarette  smoking. 


My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  my  colleague  in  the 
Health  Department,  Mr.  Lofthouse,  who  is  always  "busy,  and 
also  to  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  continuing 
support  and  interest.

The  Lancashire  County  Council  administers  the  ambulance 
service .

One  application  was  made  for  a  magistrate's  order  for 
the  removal  of  an  87  year  old  lady,  who  was  living  in 
insanitary  conditions  and  was  unable  to  devote  proper  care 
and  attention  to  herself. 

The  lady  was  in  need  of  hospital  treatment  and  an 
extension  to  the  original  order  was  granted  by  the  magistrates 
court  at  Fleetwood. 


HOSPITALS. 


There  is  no  hospital  situated  in  the  District. 

General  cases  are  admitted  to  Blackpool  Victoria  and 
Wesham  Park  Hospitals,  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Hospital 
Management  Committee,  and  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  of 
the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  Devonshire  Road  Hospital,  Blackpool,  is  used  for 
infectious  disease  cases;  tuberculosis  cases  use  the 
Elswick  Sanatorium,  and  smallpox  cases  go  to  the  Ainsworth 
Smallpox  Hospital  near  Bury,  which  is  under  the  management 
of  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board.

A  number  of  the  older  houses  are  unfit  and  wi 1 1  requir 
attention  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

The  majority  of  minor  housing  defects  discovered 
were  remedied  by  informal  action.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  19&3* 

Arising  from  the  routine  sampling  of  milk  one  herd  of 
cows  in  Poult on-le -Fylde  was  found  to  be  infected  with 
Brucellosis.  The  milk  from  this  herd  was  heat  treated 
until  the  2  affected  cows  were  sold,  and  the  herd  cleared. 

The  throughput  of  stock  at  the  two  licensed  slaughter¬ 
houses  was  maintained  at  a  high  rate,  and  it  was  necessary 
to  pay  daily  visits,  including  weekends.  Prom  December 
the  Council  sanctioned  the  employment  of  a  Relief  Meat 
Inspector  for  alternate  weekend  work. 

The  new  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  came  into  force 
on  1st  October,  and  from  that  date  the  Council  were 
empowered  to  make  a  charge  for  all  carcases  inspected. 
Another  requirement  that  all  carcases  must  now  be  marked 
together  with  additional  recording,  has  further  increased 
the  time  devoted  to  this  work. 

The  administration  of  the  Council’s  houses  was  placed 
with  the  Public  Health  Inspector  during  the  year.  The 
register  of  applications,  letting  list  and  general  housing 
matters  received  attention.  Eight  elderly  people's 
flatlets  at  Greenway  House  were  completed,  and  tenancies 
allocated. 


Two  premises  in  Poulton  are  used  for  the  boarding  of 
animals,  and  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  was 
applicable  to  these  two  businesses.  Conditions  at  both 
places  were  good,  and  in  some  instances  better  than  the 
requirements  of  the  Act. 

There  was  a  change  of  staff  during  19&3?  an(^  Miss 
Jolly  was  appointed  in  June,  to  fill  the  vacancy  which 
occurred.  By  this  time  she  is  becoming  familiar  with 
the  many  and  varied  tasks  in  the  Public  Health  Department.

Where  samples  of  milk  fail  to  pass  the  statutory  tests,  the 
matter  is  taken  up  with  the  producer  or  dairy  and  repeat  samples 
obtained . 

In  the  event  of  the  Producer  being  in  another  District,  the 
result  is  passed  on  to  the  Public  Health  officer  for  that  area, 
and  to  the  Area  Milk  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  who  are  able  to  sample  at  the  source.
